Places were yielded to him. ‘This the Emperor thought 
contrary to. fulfice, aud the Nature of the muunl Ob- 
figationsinto which,they enter by thofe Treaties, thar 
the. Pretenons of the ene fhow'd be pofitively infified 
upon, and thole of the other rejected 5 efpecially fince 
the Emperor’s Minifters did at the Treaty declare to 
thofe of Savoy, that they. hid not the neceffary Intor- 
mation concerning tho!e Places; and that the fame was 
not only ceclar’d to the Britifs Minitter at that Time, 
but twas agreed with the Envoy of S1voy, that the In. 
vefliture in that Right was to be underitood no other- 
wile, but as it fhouldbe found by Deputies on both Sides 
to Lelong to the Dutchy of Afilan, Befides, the Im- 
perial Commiffaries for Afi/an did not only deny, that 
any Thing was tranfacted betwixt. them and the Mini- 
fters of Savoy, or any Documents given, by them to the 
Jateer at that Treaty, but feveral of the Feudatories of 
the Empire complain, that fuch Rights are ufurp’d over 
them in the Name of his Royal Highnefs, as the Dukes 
of Milan did: never afflune.
